During the course of any year we have 
the opportunity to highlight people, 
places or things on the cover. This 
month | have the honor of presenting to 
you a rather unique and pleasant person 
who wholeheartedly enjoys benchrest 
shooting. This month | give you Mr. Lou 
Church from Johnsonville, NY. 

| don’t remember when | first met Lou 
but | think that it was in 1977. At that time 
Lou had been shooting for about 2 years 
with the Dunham’s Bay gang and had 
pretty well mastered the sport. 

Lou gives much credit to Charles Foun- 
taine and Norm Dixon for his early train- 
ing and encouragement. Without their 
valued assistance Lou feels that he 
might have given it up long ago. Many 
other shooters feel that this club has 
been of service to them as well. Perhaps 
a story on that club will be in order at 
some later date. 

The year of 1978 found Lou winning 
his first winter shoot at Dunham's Bay. 
The habit carried over to the Stittsville 
Open where he was the Heavy Varmint 
winner. Later that year he won the Penn- 
sylvania State Championsip at Fassett, 
PA. At the IBS International Champion- 
ship he was a member of the winning 4 
man team event. When he was not win- 
ning he was still very near the top of 
each event that he entered. Not a bad 
year for a guy who seriously thought 
about giving it up. 

The unfolding of the winning ways of 
Lou Church is a story that parallels the 
beginning and success of many a 
shooter who enters the sport of 
benchrest. Many of us are caught in the 
struggle to learn and advance our skills 
to a point of contentment. It all takes 
time and a lot of effort. In Lou’s case it 
took a bit more effort for Lou has been 
learning with one slight inconvenience. 
Lou does all of his activities with only 
one arm. 

Initially one might suspect that 
benchrest would be impossible for a per- 
son with one arm. Not so! Lou Church is 
living proof that it can be done. From the 
time that he drives to the range and sets 
up camp till the final goodbye he per- 
forms on a par with the very best, and 
sometimes a good deal better than the 
best can muster on that occasion. 

To call Lou, or any other person with a 
similar situation, handicapped has al- 
ways appeared to me to be most unkind. 
| prefer to consider the situation as more 
of an inconvenience than a handicap. 
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Handicapped is one of the nasty words 
in our language. It carries too much 
negative connotation and automatically 
suggests that the person involved is not 
up to a level of performance equal to the 
“normal” for that particular activity. 

As a public school teacher who works 
with handicapped and retarded children. 
| long ago decided that this was a very 
unfair evaluation. People with all sorts of 
disabilities and supposed problems have 
proven to be excellent workers and par- 
ticipants in all sorts of activities. Partici- 
pation in the world of sports is no excep- 
tion. My hat is always off to the person 
who works hard to overcome some form 
of personal inconvenience and excel at 
work or play. 

Lou Church is just that sort of person. 
| have never heard him grumble or com- 
plain at a match. He has always been 
most pleasant and is always willing to 
give a hand to anyone who needs it. 
Whether winning or just shooting he is 


“always an easy person to be around. 


That, after all, is the name of the game. If 
we cannot enjoy it why do it in the first 
place? 

It is our purpose, in presenting Lou on 
the cover, to encourage those who might 
feel that they cannot participate, due to 
some physical situation, to come on out 
and give the game atry. There are many 
who will willingly give a hand to get the 
new shooter started. Take the case of 
Lou, or Dick LeFebvre who shoots from 
a wheelchair, or Sam Staton who is 
legally blind yet can shoot with optical 
assistance, and you have enough evi- 
dence that benchrest is for anyone who 
is interested. 

Lou can best sum up the situation with 
this quote. “| have received help from 
everyone | meet. They are a swell bunch 
of people and | really enjoy benchrest 
very much. | only wish that | had started 
years earlier.”’ We wish that you had too 
Lou.

with steel inserts for different calibers. 
My sample came with inserts for .22, 
6mm and 30 cal. This arrived shortly 
after a discussion that took place at the 
annual meeting. It involved several 
gunsmiths and a barrel maker. The dis- 
cussion was centered around the impor- 
tance of the crown of the rifle barrel rela- 
tive to performance. It was brought out 
by several of these learned guys that 
often a recrowning of a barrel that has 
lost some of its capability will restore it 
to top performance. When these gents 
transmit, it’s a good idea to keep your 
receiver open. Those of you who do not 
attend these meetings are missing out 
on not only IBS business but a vast 
amount of information and valid ex- 
perience. 

We keep our barrels clean (or you bet- 
ter, bub!) and, as a result, the crown 
sees the passage of many cleaning 
brushes and patched jags. The crown 
saver is designed to keep the wear off 
the crown as the brushes and jags are

held in alignment by the steel insert. The 
first one of these rigs that | ever saw was 
made up and used by past president Carl 
Lynn. | don’t remember if Carl’s was ad- 
justable for different diameter barrels or 
not (Ed. No!) John’s is adjustable. My ex- 
ample will take care of all ten and a half 
pound and thirteen and a half pound ri- 
fles. John offers the service of opening 
the tool to accept barrels on the heavy 
benchrest rifle. 


In use the aluminum collar is fastened 
to the barrel and held in place by a brass 
set screw which has a good sized knob. 
The knob and its set screw should al- 
ways be oriented in the same direction 
relative to the barrel and rifle. The three 
screws on the forward end of the collar 
are loosened, a cleaning brush is 
pushed through the barrel and posi- 
tioned to just protrude out the muzzle. 
The steel insert of the proper caliber is 
centered by the cleaning brush and the 
three screws are tightened. A very sim- 
ple procedure. 

There are some additional items that 
John sends along with the assembly. 
First is a metal bracket that can be 
fastened to the front cap by the lower 
screw. A plastic cup can be taped to this 
to catch patches. Also included is a flex- 
ible plastic sheet that can be fastened to 
the collar to prevent bore cleaner from 
splattering onto the scope lens. 


The price for the crown saver, with 
three inserts for three calibers, is $25.00 
plus $3.00 for postage and insurance. 
John also will make up a bore saver. The 
above kit plus a bore saver is $35.00.

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Successful Improbables 
At One Time 
Or Another 


In almost every shooter’s memory are 
shots which connected against all 
reasonable odds. (Those made by 
subscribers of this magazine were, of 
course, the result of superb shooting 
with good equipment and control of the 
laws of probability. Others made theirs 
through various combinations and quan- 
ta of tolerably good shooting, intuitive 
guesses, dumb luck, compensating er- 
rors and the lord knows what else.) 

One such shot which was witnessed 
by this writer in the early 30’s was taken 
in a moderate crosswind at an erect 
woodchuck. The rifle was a Sharps- 
Borchardt barreled by Zischang for the 
25-35 in 14 inch twist. The ammunition 
was the old 100 grain U.S. Cartridge 
Company plain base soft point bullet at 
about 2,450 fps. It was an accurate com- 
bination at 150 yards when conditions 
were good. With a coefficient of form 
much like that of a boxcar it was 
definitely not up to the chore about to be 
revealed. 

The shooter stated ‘‘l’m going to hold 
3 woodchucks over top of him and 2 into 
the wind. The range was later deter- 
mined to be 385 yards. It was sending a 
boy to do the work of a man. 

At the shot the woodchuck fell dead, 
shot dead center through the neck. It 
really happened. Now let us hear about 
some other fantastic shooting events 
made by fantastic shooters.
